VLT addict gets 
four years in jail 

Man, 39, robbed two banks to support habit

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A man hopelessly addicted to 
VLTs will spend four years in jail 
after robbing two banks to feed 
his habit. 

Steven Melvin Cameron, 39, of 
Dartmouth walked into the RBC 
on Spring Garden Road on May 
15 and handed the teller a note 
saying, “This is a robbery. Stay 
calm. Give me everything you 
have. Stay calm.” 

Melvin walked out of the bank 
with $4,000 and got away. A 
week later he had blown it all in 
VLTs. On May 23, he tried rob¬ 
bing another bank, this time the 
Scotiabanlc on Quinpool Road. 

Again Cameron handed the

teller a note, this one claiming 
he had a gun. The teller gave him 
a bag full of cash that contained 
a dye pack. The pack went off in 
the bank parking lot, spraying all 
over Cameron. He dropped the 
money and fled. 

But by that time police had 
gathered enough evidence to 
piece together his identity. They 
arrested Cameron shortly after at 
his home in Dartmouth. He had 
a fake plastic gun and still had 
dye on his clothes. 

Yesterday, Cameron was sen¬ 


tenced to four years in prison for 
each robbery. The two sentences 
will be served simultaneously. 
He will also be banned from 
owning weapons for 10 years 
and will have to give a DNA sam¬ 
ple to a national offenders’ data¬ 
bank. 

“I would never do it again,” 
Cameron told the court. Speak¬ 
ing of his gambling addiction, he 
said, “I’m hoping I’ll get the pro¬ 
gramming I need.” 

Cameron has a criminal record 
dating back 20 years, but it had 
been a decade since his last offence. 
He said his gambling addiction be¬ 
gan around 2000 and he first tried 
getting help in February, but, “You 
don’t get cured overnight.” 

Cameron has a 12-year-old 
daughter living with his ex-wife 
in Dartmouth. 


Man dies of 
injuries after 
fight outside 
Bowlarama

The man assaulted outside a 
Spryfield bowling alley has died 
of his injuries. 

Colin Joseph Carter, 53, was hav¬ 
ing a drink with two other men in 
the Bowlarama in Spryfield on 
June 2. The talk grew heated and 
they took the dispute outside. 

A solitary punch landed on 
Carter’s face. When police 
showed up, they found him lying 
in the parking lot, bleeding from 
the nose and mouth. 

His condition was listed as seri¬ 
ous when he was taken to the 
QEII hospital. 

“He apparently never regained 
consciousness,” said Const. Jeff Carr 
with the Halifax Regional Police. 

Carter succumbed to his in¬ 
juries last weekend. 

The night of the assault, Donovan 
Patrick Hickey, 35, of Halifax turned 
himself in at police headquarters. 
He appeared the next day in court, 
charged with aggravated assault. 

New charges have not been 
laid yet as a result of Carter pass¬ 
ing away, Carr said. 

“We’re waiting for autopsy re¬ 
sults and we’ll discuss with the 
Crown whether the charge will 
be altered or not,” he said.

If every man, woman and 
child living in Nova Scotia 
could only cough up about 
$13,000, the province’s 
crippling debt could be 
cleared. 

But that’s not likely to 
happen anytime soon, so 
get used to paying for a 
long time to come. 

The province’s debt was 
recorded at $12.35 billion 
on March 31 of this year. 

An infusion of cash, like 
the upcoming Crown share 
payment of $234.4 million, 
helps reduce the amount 
of interest paid on that 
debt. 

Nova Scotia borrows mo¬ 
ney at an interest rate 
around 4.8 per cent, says

After a 10 per cent 
chunk of the initial Crown

Three 'tweens went on a 
rampage at a Dartmouth 
warehouse Monday after¬ 
noon, smashing windows, 
lighting fires and destroy¬ 
ing everything they could 
get their hands on.

stonewalled by government, 
the auditor general will fi¬ 
nally gain access to thou¬ 
sands of documents on No¬ 
va Scotia’s failed immigrant- 
nominee program. 

The government had 
told auditor general Jac¬ 
ques Lapointe he couldn’t 
have copies of the docu¬ 
ments because of cabinet 
confidentiality and solici¬ 
tor-client privilege. 

But yesterday, a compro¬ 
mise was announced 
where Lapointe will be 
able to see the documents 
and take notes, but not 
have copies. 

“The copies are not too 
critical for us,” said La¬ 
pointe. “(The compromise) 
lets me do the job, that’s 
the main thing. I want to 
finish the audit.” 


The government was 
concerned the private doc¬ 
uments would need to be 
disclosed by Lapointe if 
they were called into 
court. Lapointe insisted 
this was not true, and the 
privilege rules would still 
apply. 

The disagreement led La¬ 
pointe to criticize the 
province, saying every oth¬ 
er area in Canada provides 
access to such documents. 

“I’d already gotten into a 
level of conflict here with 
government that I don’t 
think is generally something 
I like to see. We should all be 
working on the same side,” 
said Lapointe. 

“So when they decided 
to call me and provide ac¬ 
cess even with some re¬ 
strictions, I thought, well, 
minor compromise is good 
in this case.” 

Lapointe hopes to com¬ 
plete his audit in Septem¬ 
ber or October.

A Haligonian landed an in¬ 
ternational board of direc¬ 
tors job — unfortunately, 
the pay’s not great. 

In fact, it’s zero. 

But Jeff Britton, a Halifax 
native, humanitarian, and 
motivational speaker, is 
psyched to be the first non- 
American board member 
of the Indigenous Educa¬ 
tion Foundation of Tanza¬ 
nia. 

He got the job after a 
four-month stint opening a 
school in Lashaine Village 
in Tanzania with his girl¬ 
friend Jenny Walker. 

“The village is like look¬ 
ing in a National Geo¬ 
graphic magazine,” Britton 
said. “It was a whole differ¬ 
ent world. It’s strange be¬ 
ing back in Nova Scotia 
with our running water 
and electricity.” 

They’ve been back for 
about a month and their 
thoughts have turned to 
fundraising. Britton said 
he wants to raise $40,000 
for a housing project for 
the female students in the 
village. The Maasai tribe is

still extremely traditional. 
Britton said the women 
are traded for livestock 
and treated like posses¬ 
sions. 

The tribe also practises 
polygamy and arranged 
marriage, he said. 

“As a result, they have an 
HIV rate in the village 
which is through the roof, 
it’s astronomical,” he said. 

“It’s because there’s no 
education. Basically, they 
think if you have sex with 
a virgin, you’ll cure your 
AIDS.” 

But the school, which 
opened in April, is making 
a difference. Three out of 
the 41 students went to a 
youth conference on HIV 
awareness and brought the 
information back. 

“The reality is these are 
the first people in this vil¬ 
lage to be educated about 
HIV and the realities of the 
disease,” Britton said.

The tiny blaclc-and- 
yellow beasts will have 
their home on a “living 
roof” on the straw-bale 
shed. 

“It’s a great place to have 
bees because their flight 
path is not directly in our 
faces.” 

But these thousands of 


new residents with 
stingers won’t be a threat 
to students, Warren said. 

“There’s 99 per cent no 
chance of them getting 


stung. A honeybee will on¬ 
ly sting if it feels like it’s in 
danger and then it loses its 
life, so it really doesn’t 
want any trouble,” she

said. 

Warren planned to intro¬ 
duce the bees to their new 
home last night, but there 
is a backlog with the bee 
supplier in Port Howe and 
the colonies didn’t arrive 
in time. She said she’s hop¬ 
ing to put them in early 
next week. 

Besides vegetables and 
flowers, they also grow 
medicinal and savoury 
herbs and fibre plants in 
the small yard. 

And hungiy university 
students harvest the veg¬ 
etables grown there, said 
co-ordinator Jayme Mel¬ 
rose. 

“Last year everything 
was picked. I got very little 
to eat out of here, which is 
fine with me,” she said. 

The garden was started 
in 1996 and moved to a 
smaller space behind a 
building on Seymour 
Street in 1999. Melrose 
said she’d love to expand 
the garden to make better 
use of the nearby lawn.

In the worst attacks, two 


suicide bombers killed 27 
people and wounded 68 
when they blew them¬ 
selves up outside an army 
recruitment centre in 
Baquba, 65 kilometres 
northeast of Baghdad, an 
Iraqi security source said. 

The U.S. military said 20 
recruits were killed and 55 
wounded, saying the at¬ 


tackers blew themselves 
up in a line of men outside 
the centre in Baquba, capi¬ 
tal of Diyala province. 

Sunni Islamist al Qaeda 
has sought to stoke ten¬ 
sions in Iraq’s ethnically 
and religiously mixed 
northern cities, such as 
Diyala and Mosul, after 
militaiy campaigns pushed 


its militants out of former 
strongholds in western An- 
bar province and Baghdad. 

“What’s happening here 
is the enemy knows the 
government and security 
forces are getting 
stronger,” said Major Peggy 
Kageleiry, a spokeswoman

For Anthony and Philip 
Wright, the Olympics are a 
family tradition stretching 
all the way back to 1932. 

This summer, the field 
hockey playing brothers 
will be following in the 
footsteps of their mother, 
father and grandfather 
when they represent Cana¬ 
da on sport’s biggest stage. 

“We’re all excited, but 
not so much nervous, not 
yet,” Anthony, 23, said. “It’s 
going to be a pretty unique 
and special opportunity. 
We have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose.” 

This is the first Olympics 
for both brothers. Antho¬ 
ny’s coaches say he is a pro¬ 
totypical defenceman, with 
exceptional endurance and 
great on-field vision. 


“He can run for days and 
he tackles hard,” said Shiaz 
Virjee, who coaches at the 
University of British Co¬ 
lumbia. “He’s one of the 
guys that you don’t want 
to match up against.” 

Philip, 21, is arguably 
the fastest player in the 


program. He was recover¬ 
ing from an injuiy leading 
up to the team selection 
and is a reserve. He will be 
travelling to Beijing, but 
will only play if another 
player is injured. 

“He’s coming along and 
becoming more of a player 


on his own and will proba¬ 
bly represent Canada for 
years,” said team manager 
| Ajay Dube. “Now is just 
§ possibly not his time.” 

In the buildup to the 
Games, their mother, Thel¬ 
ma, has been offering them 
both inspirational advice 
— urging them to drink in 
the experience and make 
the most of the occasion, 
even though being third- 
generation Olympians has 
meant they are singled out. 

“The pressure is hard for 
them because they just 
want to be team players,” 
she said. Thelma knows 
the pressure of competing 
at the highest level. She 
ran for Canada in the 1,500 
metres at the 1972 Munich 
Olympics and at the 1976 
Games in Montreal. 

The boys’ father, Lee, al¬ 
so competed at the Mon¬ 
treal Olympics. It was his 
second Games as a mem¬ 


ber of the Canadian field 
hockey team. His previous 
time was in 1964 in Tokyo. 

“We were competing in 
Montreal when my father 
was the president of the 
Canadian Olympic Associa¬ 
tion, so that made it a spe¬ 
cial event for us. It was a 
family event,” said Lee. 

His father, Harold Wright, 
was a sprinter for Canada in 
the 1932 Olympics. 

But while their pedigree 
is impeccable, no member 
of the Wright family has 
come home with a medal. 

Though the men’s field 
hockey team’s highest 
placing was 10th at the 
2000 Olympics, Anthony 
remains optimistic. 

“Tournaments are a fun¬ 
ny thing, and if you get on 
a roll, anything is possi¬ 
ble,” he said. “We’re not 
favoured to win any 
medals, but I wouldn’t put 
it out of the question.”

I’m learning 
more things about my¬ 
self.” 

Garcia, beaten by Ire¬ 
land’s Padraig Harrington 
in a playoff at the 2007 
British Open, has never 
won any of the top four 
prizes in golf but he said 
his Players Championship 
victory in Florida in May 
felt comparable to a ma¬ 
jor win. 

“The strength of the 
field, the difficulty of the 
course, the conditions, it 
really felt like a major,” 
said the 28-year-old 
Spaniard. 

“The winning score was 
like a major and for us 
(players) it feels like the 
fifth major. We all know 
it’s not but it’s one of the 
biggest tournaments we 


play all year.” 

Garcia said it would 
make no difference in to¬ 
morrow’s opening round 
at Royal Birkdale that the 
bookmakers listed him as 
the favourite. 

“It doesn’t matter what 
anybody else says,” he 
said. “At the end of the 
day, I know I’ve got to be 
favourite myself, in me. 

“I have to go out there 


and do what I know how 
to do, believe in my abili¬ 
ty to do it and then give 
myself a chance at win¬ 
ning. 

“It’s nice to be favourite 
but it doesn’t mean it’s 
going to help me, like my 
chances are going to be 
better because of that.

MacMillan turns it around 

Signs $2.3 million contract with Anahiem Ducks

Logan MacMillan received 
a handsome signing 
bonus and an equally gen¬ 
erous vote of confidence 
yesterday. 

Coming off an up-and- 
down season he would 
rather forget, the Halifax 
Mooseheads forward 
signed a three-year entry- 
level contract with the 
Anaheim Ducks. 

The Orange County Reg¬ 
ister reports the contract is 
valued at more than $2.3 
million if he plays all three 
seasons in the NHL, plus a 
guaranteed signing bonus 
of $262,500. 

“It’s a big relief and it’s 
exciting for me at the same 
time to get that part over 
with,” MacMillan told 
Metro Halifax last night. “I 
was looking to get a deal 
done and it just kind of 
came together. It’s another 
step. The work starts from 
here.” 

The Ducks drafted 
MacMillan 19th overall in 
the 2007 NHL entry draft. 
He appeared poised for a 
breakthrough campaign 
with the Mooseheads, but 
everything came unhinged 
when he suffered a concus¬ 
sion in an exhibition 
game. 

The 6-foot, 182-pounder 
returned to action a month 
later, but quickly became 
fatigued, and ended up 
leaving the Mooseheads 
for two months at mid-sea¬ 
son to recharge his batter¬ 


ies. 

He finished with rela¬ 
tively disappointing num¬ 
bers — 41 points in 46 
games — and his 77 penal¬ 
ty minutes and five fights 
were an indication that 
frustration was setting in. 

To make matters worse, 
the Mooseheads bowed out 
in the semifinals in a year 
of high expectations. 

“It feels good they still 
believe in me and they 
liked what I’ve been do¬ 
ing,” the 19-year-old said. 
“It’s a vote of confidence 
from them to put that 
faith in me after an up-and-

Bat and beyond 

There have been countless 
Batmobiles in decades of

The first time designer Ian 
Macintosh saw the Batmo¬ 
bile on TV in 1966, he 
remembers almost losing 
control. 

“The show was great, but 
the car was just the piece de 
resistance. It was the 
wickedest car ever,” Macin¬ 
tosh says at the door of his 
Mississauga, Ont., car cus¬ 
tomizing space where he is 
building his own version of 
every man’s dream car. 

The show was Batman, 
the high-camp pop-art com¬ 
edy show that starred Adam 
West and ran for two years 
in the late ’60s and forever 
in syndication. Macintosh’s 
version of the Batmobile, 
sitting in front of us on the 
floor of his shop, is the 
product of over two years of 
labour and still a few 
months from completion. 

If you’re only used to the 
cherished Corgi die-cast 
model you owned as a kid, 
the first thing that strikes 
you is how massive it is — a 
long, low, lethal black sled 
of a car. Macintosh’s Batmo¬ 
bile is built on a 2002 
Corvette C5 chassis that’s 
been lengthened by two 
feet, and is almost twenty 
feet long. “It’s a monster 
car,” Macintosh says. 

The rest of the building is 
taken up with Macintosh’s 
main business — designing,

printing and installing 
those huge vinyl billboards 
that wrap themselves 
around buses and cover 
stretches of walls and hall¬ 
ways in subways and malls. 
Just recently, his company 
was commissioned to create 
the murals for Dark Knight, 
the new Batman film which 
hits theatres Friday, cur¬ 
rently coating the walls at 
Toronto’s Union Station. “I 
was all excited, because 
when you’ve been a Batman 
fan all your life, and you fi¬ 
nally get a chance to work 
with your superhero, you 
jump at it.” 

The car’s body is rough, 
and Macintosh is going to 
have it laser-scanned and

tweaked on the computer 
before being re-fabricated 
and sealed in Kevlar — an 
option custom car godfa¬ 
ther George Barris didn’t 
have in 1966 when he built 
the first Batmobile. 

The famous flaming ex¬ 
haust will be replaced with 
a slightly safer option. 
“We’re going to put LEDs 
and speakers and C02, and 
that way it’ll blow a replica

flame so kids can walk be¬ 
hind the car without get¬ 
ting torched. And that’ll be 
connected to the gas pedal, 
so when you press the gas 
the sounds of the turbine 
increase and the lights in¬ 
crease the more C02 
comes out.” 

There are other Bat- 
mobiles, of course. Just 
after talking to Ian I 
head down to Toronto’s 
Eaton Centre to check 
out the Tumbler — the 
Batmobile featured in 
Christopher Nolan’s 
movie reboots of the 
caped crusader — 
and the Batpod, the 
monster motorcycle 
hidden in the Tum¬ 
bler’s bowels. 

The Tumbler is a 
hulking thing, more 
military than drag 
strip, and it takes its inspira¬ 
tion from tanks and fighter 
jets, not the sleek fantasies 


of chrome and glass and 
aerodynamic steel that every 
male, even if he’s never had 
a license to drive, responds 
to with a low groan, and for 
which the 1966 Batmobile is 
a wild, wicked, supreme ex¬ 
pression. 

Macintosh ’s ambition is 
to get his car finished in time 
to enter it into the Targa 
Newfoundland, a 2,200 km 
car race where car nuts can 
show off their rides. 

He says that, while he 
knows how much the car 
has cost him, he has no idea 
how to put a value on it. 

“My wife thinks I’m out 
of my head wanting a full- 
sized Batmobile,” Ian tells 
me. 

“How do you rationalize 
it? I don’t know. I’m guar¬ 
anteed that she doesn’t like 
the car, but I will get her 
wearing a cat suit in that 
passenger seat if it’s the last 
thing I ever do.”

Anger management 

Tips to beat road rage from those in the know

Who does your typical 
road rager look like? You. 

The phenomenon of 
fury behind the wheel 
has come to the fore once 
again after 55-year-old 
Antonio Greco was killed 
in what police are calling 
a deadly act of road rage 
last week on an Ontario 
highway. 

Wayne Winsor, 39, faces 
charges of leaving the 
scene of an accident, crimi¬ 
nal negligence and danger¬ 
ous driving. The victim’s 
family has since called for 
an end to aggression on 
the roadways. 

But neither Greco nor 
Winsor fit the description 
of what experts have called 
likely road rage perpetra¬ 
tors: Young males under 30. 
Experts say that while a 
case this extreme is rare, it’s 
proof that anyone, particu¬ 
larly successful people, can 
blow their top and put 
themselves and others in 
harm’s way. 

It’s more common that 
one might think: Angelo 
DiCicco, a 21-year driving 
instructor and general 
manager at Young Drivers 
of Canada, says out of the 
more than 500 professional 
drivers his school retrains 
per year, 95 per cent say 
they have been the subject 
of or subjected to road rage. 

Control issue 

“The most common acts 
of road rage don’t come 
from the Charlie Manson 


types who cany the bloody 
axe in the seat next to 
them, they come from peo¬ 
ple with above-average in¬ 
comes and education,” adds 
Sgt. Cam Woolley of the On¬ 
tario Provincial Police. 
“They’re successful people 
who interact well with the 
community around them 
and are referred to in a posi¬ 
tive way. I think it’s a con¬ 
trol issue. These people are 
used to being in charge of 
their lives, so when they get 
cut off or someone tailgates 
them, they react the wrong 
way.” 


Had a bad day? "Don't bring 
it into the car with you," says 
Zdancewicz. "Take 15 minutes 
to cool down before you step 
into the vehicle." 

"If someone makes you 
mad, don’t engage them,” 
Woolley advises. “You don't 
know what their mental 
state might be. Call police if 
you see someone driving 

Incidents such as the one 
last week usually start with 


recklessly.” 

• “Don't jockey for a better 
position on the road,” says 
DiCicco. “Let them go, you'll 
meet up with them in the 
next intersection where the 
traffic gets backed up." 

• "Listen to soothing music, 
particularly music you like, 
and take deep breaths,” says 
Wiesenthal. 

a mistake, says Woolley, 
followed by visual commu¬ 


nication — a glare or offen¬ 
sive gestures, for instance. 
The situation can then es¬ 
calate into aggression, then 
possibly violence if tem¬ 
pers flare high enough. 

So what is it about the 
road that brings out the 
worst in people? Dr. David 
Wiesenthal, a York Uni¬ 
versity psychology profes¬ 
sor and co-author of book 
Contemporary Issues In 
Road User Behavior and 
Traffic Safety, says the 
anonymity the car pro¬ 
vides spurs people to act 
in ways they normally

never would. 

“Roads are a place where 
you see vengeance on a 
daily basis,” he said. 
“Speed and anonymity are 
factors: You have the car, 
which is both the weapon 
and the means of escape. 
You’ll probably never see 
that stranger again, so the 
social constraints are gone. 
You’re freer to deviate 
from social behaviour.” 

Anonymity 

Nevertheless, the protec¬ 
tion from recognition the 
car affords drivers is no ex¬ 
cuse to act aggressively, 
says Edyta Zdancewicz, me¬ 
dia spokesperson for the 
Canadian Automobile Asso¬ 
ciation. 

“Road rage is essentially 
a selfish act, and it’s al¬ 
ways serious. One life lost 
is too much,” she said. 
“It’s not something you 
can legislate out. The driv¬ 
ers have to take control of 
themselves. The onus is on 
all of us to use our com¬ 
mon sense.” 


Handsome little Volvo 
model easy to live with

Though it shares its basic 
structure with the Mazda3, 
everything else about the 
C30 hatchback is pure Vol¬ 
vo. 

The handsome little 
C330 sports the company’s 
trademark front-to-rear 
wide shoulder look, em¬ 
phasized in the back by 
shapely tail lamps and a 
glass tailgate reminiscent 
of the old P1800ES model. 

While the rest of the 
world gets an assortment 
of small gasoline and 
diesel engines, only two 
are offered in Canada: the 


2.4i and T5. Both are five- 
cylinder units. The former, 
powering the base model 
puts out 168 hp in natural¬ 
ly aspirated form while a 
low-pressure, 2.5-litre tur¬ 
bocharged unit is standard 
in the top-line T5 model. 

Both can be fitted with ei¬ 
ther a five-speed automatic 
or a five-speed manual 
(standard with the $27,695 
base 2.4i) and 6-speed man¬ 
ual transmission (standard 
on the $32,195 T5). 

Some minor equipment 
upgrades account for a 
slight price increase on the 
2009 model year C30 over 
the outgoing ’08 offering. 
A sportier R-Design model 
has also been added, with

the 2.4i R starting at 
$32,195 while the T5 R be¬ 
gins at $36,395. 

There’s lots of room in¬ 
side for four, thanks mostly 
to the generous headroom 


of the hatchback design. 
The back seats are actually 
slightly centred because of 
the car’s tapered hindquar¬ 
ters, but it does present a 
better view forward for 
rear seat passengers. 

All these styling and inte¬ 
rior details are welcome, 
but this Volvo’s built to be 
driven. So, how does it fare? 

First, the driving position 
is very good and, in typical 


Volvo fashion, the seats are 
among the best in the busi¬ 
ness. Visibility all round is 
notable, as is the way in 
which major and secondary 
controls and switches fall 
easily to hand. This is clear¬ 
ly a car that would be easy 
to live with on a daily basis, 
whether commuting to 
work or handling kid haul¬ 
ing duties. 

Start the engine and that 


characteristic five-cylinder 
burble takes on a hint of 
understated performance.

There are plenty of rules 
when it comes to making 
music, but Seattle’s Fleet 
Foxes only live by one: 

“the show must go on.” 

The foursome took that 
to heart recently, when 
their singer Robin Pec- 
lcnold came down with a 
nasty illness that made it 
difficult for him to sing. 
Taking a few days off to re¬ 
cover wasn’t an option. 

“There’s no reason to 
miss a show,” says key¬ 
boardist Casey Westcott, 
who took over interview 
duties for his vocally im¬ 
paired singer. “Maybe if 
you lost a limb, but there 
are no excuses when it 
comes to music.” 

Fleet Foxes determina¬ 
tion to keep pushing ahead 
isn’t surprising, given how 
textured and complex their 
debut self-titled album is — 
picture a cross between Si¬ 
mon and Garfunlcel, The 
Beach Boys and Crosby, 


Stills and Nash and you 
might get the idea. It’s ripe 
with brilliant four-part har¬ 
monies, minimalist instru¬ 
mentation and contagious 
hooks. 

The disc is so remarkable, 
that it’s tough to have a dis¬ 
cussion about new bands 
without Fleet Foxes coming 
up in conversation. “People 


are having allergic reactions 
to the music,” says West¬ 
cott. “It’s a little weird.” 

While the band is happy 
for the high praise — Pitch- 
fork gave the disc a 9.0 — 
Westcott admits that he 
was concerned the record 
would never get made. 
“We’ve been playing togeth¬ 
er since 2006 and we’ve 


been working on it straight 
through,” he says. “We ran 
out of money for the nth 
time, so we recorded it our¬ 
selves. We recoded and 
mixed songs three or four 
times in a number of years, 
and when we finally went 
into the mastering studio 
we had a ton of songs.” 

In the end, the band not 


only released their full- 
length they also issued the 
Sun Giant EP in February, 
and they’re already writing 
new tracks. But now that 
the five-piece is a bonifide 
buzz band, is the pressure 
on them to repeat their 
success? “I doubt that peo¬ 
ple’s expectations are 
more militant and intense 
than ours,” says Westcott. 
“There are people who 
would want to meet those 
expectations, but that’s so 
unproductive.” 

Pressure or not, it’s safe 
to assume that the group 
will deliver another dose of 
60s inspired harmonic rock, 
a sound that has been large¬ 
ly credited to Peclcnold’s 
record collection, which he 
inherited from his father. 

Westcott’s dad was an 
avid vinyl collector too 
back in the day, but the 
ivory twinkler’s tastes were 
a little more upbeat. “I was 
seduced by punk music 
hands down,” he says. “And 
I studied computer music 
at school which is basically 
writing code.”
